Flies Bring Into Every Home

Health Department Exhibits

Chicago Method of Putting

End to Menace to Pub-

lic Health.

Every Fly and Disease
May Be EliminatedPatr-

onize Only Shops Where

Care Is Taken, Is Advice.

A series of picture, showing Jn a
striking manner the ways to avoid
the distress and disease caused by
flies, have been received by the Dis-

trict Health Department from tfie
Chicago health department

In one of the pictures, labeled.
The way not to buy milk," is

shown the interior of a filthy dairy
with the proprietor dipping milk
through a maze of flies around the
top of the can and depositing it
In an open bucket. The next picture,
showing the only safe way to buy
milk, is that of a clean,
sanitary dairy, with the proprietor
handling a customer a bottle of clean
milk taken from a referlgerator,
where it has been kept at the proper
temperature.

Other pictures show the dancers of.
bujing meats, vegetables and gro-
ceries from stores which are not
properly screened, while contrasted
to them are drawings of the inter-
ior of such establishments and
restaurants where sanitary condi-
tions are carefully observed, and the
fly is swatted the moment he puts
in an appearance.

A clean, well-ke- pt back yard, In
which eyery possible breeding place
for flies and other disease carriers
has been carefully eliminated, is
contrasted with a d:rty yard. Ut-

tered with trash, empty cans and
other filth in which flies can breed
unmolested by the million.

The Health Department takes oc-
casion to point out that dirty back
yards are one best places for files
to breed, and to keep the number
from multiplying faster than they
are being killed It Is necessary to
have cleanliness the keynote for the
back yard as well as the front
lawn. The department points out
that every one in the District should
be enlisted In the campaign against
fllies. and should miss no opportuni-
ty to kill every fly he or --she sees.

Eliminate the fly and much sick-
ness will be eliminated, says the de-
partment. In Panama nd other
places, where the mosquito was the
chief cause of sickness, the mosquito
has been entirely eliminated and in
Washington, where flies are one of
the chief menaces of 'health, they
can be eliminated as the movjo
has elsewhere

John
Lightfoot. fifty-seve- n years old, of 107
Seaton street northeast, was struck by

steam shovel bucket and painfully in-

jured He was removed to Emergency
Hospital, where he was found to be
suffering from a dislocated hip and In-

juries about his body.
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While we hear much about him, the self-mad- e man never existed. Every

.one is the product of many forces which he can neither fully define nor con-tro- l.

Coming into life, he is as sensitive to environment as the photographic

plate is to the light, and his mind begi ns at once to shape a composite picture
through the combination of infinitely varied influences. His conduct is pla-

giarized from litf ing models, while his environment- - and religion are ready
made.- - When finished, he is not a self-mad- e man, but "a strange composite
of heaven and earth.'

Schopenhauer made an honest endeavor to re-cre- himself when he tried

to, break with tiadition and squeezed himself into a cast of his own creation.
But the genuine self-mad- e man is one who, divorcing himself from heredity,
and repressing all power of suggestion, lives outside of human influence. This
impossible citizen would be undesirable.

Heredity is to be credited with much of the good and bad in everyone,

and the problem of directing the good and eradicating the bad, has been most
successfully solved by the religious influence of the Church. No man is re.

sponsible for the disposition he is born with, but the transforming power of

the church makes him accountable for the disposition he dies with. This is

forcefully illustrated by Mr. R. A. Dud gate, in a comparative study of the
Jukes-Edwar- ds families. "Max Jukes" was a jolly, popular, idle, ignorant

young man, averse to intellectual and religious ideals, and possessed of criminal

tendencies. Through two centuries his twelve hundred descendants cost the

State of New York one and a quarter million dollars in crime and pauperism.

Four hundred of them were physically wrecked through their own wickedness,

three hundred became professional paupers, and one hundred and thirty were '
